One of 
the 
Austrian warships, 
which took part in yesterday's at- 
tack on the east coast of Italy, is 
believed in Rome to have been in- 
jured, 
The ministry of marine an- 
nounced that a steamer had sighted 
an Austrian warship with a heavy 
list and that" it probably was the 
vessel which attacked Barletta and 
was driven off. 


Eight attacks were made by the 
Germans yesterday between Arras, 
in northern France, and the Belgian 
coast. 
The French oflScial statement 
of today asserts all these attacks 
were repuUed and that heavy losses 
were inflicted on the Germans. 


The Dutch government has sent to 
Germany a protest against the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, v/hJch resulted 
in the death of several Dutch sub- 
jects. 
The note follows the lines of 
the American communication to Ge»-- 
many.

NO BIG CLASHES AS YET. 


Only Minor Operations Mark Italian 
Austrian Warfare. 


London, 
^lay 
25.—Active 
military 
and naval operations are 
now 
under 
waA' 
between 
Austria-Hungary 
a.nd 
Italy, but land 
forces of any 
great 
strength have not as yet come into con 
tact. 
Air and naval raids of ft minor 
character form the sum total of th( 
first 24 hours of warfare between these 
former allies in the triple alliance. 


It is generally understood that Italy 
has arrived at an agreement with her 
new allies under the terms of which 
Bhe will sign the existing treaty not to 
conclude a separate peace. 


On the eastern frontier the signs of 
a check to wliat at one time seemed an 
overwhelming Austro-German 
offensive 
movement are becoming more and more 
apparent. 
Even the flying wedge which 
•was driven into the Russian center along 
the river San has been compelled to 
give some ground by the energetic coun- 
ter attacks of the Russians. 


In the western front the French re- 
port that Germans by use of B.sphyxia- 
tion gases succeeded in penetrating the 
British lines at two points but claims 
that some of the trenches lost as a re- 
sult of these tactics were regained in 
the subsequent fighting. The contest is 
still raging. 


Domestic politics continue to absorb 
atteiition in England but there is de- 
lay in attaining definite results, and the 
membership of the new cabinet has not 
as yet been accepted. 
Jhis new delay, 
according to the Manchester Guardian, 
a ministerialist organ, is due to the in- 
sistence by the Unionists on eight places 
in the

Washington, May 25.—^President Wil- 
son told callers today he did not know 
the causes for the delay of the German 
reply to the 
American 
note 
on tb-i 
Lusitania, but he presumed the Ger- 
man government was for the moment 
absorbed in the new circumstances aris- 
ing out of Italy's entrance into the 
war. 


While Ambassador Gerard has sent 
several messages bearing on what the 
German reply may be, no direct intima- 
tion had been received concerning its 
contents and the American government 
is really uninformed. 
The German em- 
bassy here, Jiowever, has made sugges- 
tions to the German foreign oflice for 
the reply and, in German quarters, it is 
said the note will be of a charactcr to 
satisfy American public opinion. 


While declining to throw any light 
on the shipping situation as between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
the president referred to it as a chronic 
case. 
It was learned that he believed 
any formal note at this time to Great 
Britain might be construed as a weak- 
ening of the American government's po- 
sition, in its delicate relations with Ger- 
many, but as soon as the Berlin reply 
is received some action may be expect- 
ed.

Washington, May 26.—The Americas 
for Americans, with a wall of inviolabil- 
ity that no European nation shall dare 
to violate, was the slogan sounded today 
at the Pan-American financial confer- 
ence by Dr. Herez Triana, delegate from 
Colombia. In a speech that stirred the 
conference as it has been moved only 
by the address of President Wilson the 
Colombian delegate pictured the prime 
minister of an unnamed European na- 
tion faced with the problems of over- 
population and restricted territory at 
home workin- for the conquest of the 
untouched fields in the western hemis- 
phere. 


"We in America," he said, "should bo 
prepared 
to 
make 
our 
inviolability 
stronger every day. We have seen what 
that inviolabbility means by this war. 
There may be distrust even in loving 
families. There may be dark corners in 
the past history of this continent, but 
let us see that in the future our har- 
mony is diaphanous, transparent and 
clear. There may have been failures in 
the past, but let us forget them. 
Let 
the dead past bury its dead. 
Let the 
nations here represented in solemn and 
formal fashion make it manifest that 
none of them covet the territory of any 
other, and that the homes and territory 
of each shall be sacred." 


A. Barton Hepburn, of the Chase Na- 
tional bank of New York, who followed 
Dr. Triana, declared he was glad to hear 
a representative of the other America 
advance the idea that the Monroe doc- 
trine means America for Americans ap- 
plied to both,

statement explaining the law's opera- 
tion. 


It is the purpose of the committee to 
make perfectly clear to all citizens thac 
the signing of 
petitions 
asking 
the 
courts to create a flood district does not 
impose any cost or liability for any 
cost upon property owners and that iu 
the law the amplest protection has been 
given the rights of freeholders. 


The Law Explained. 


Following is the statement prepared 
by Mayor Hosey and Attorneys Col- 
eriek and Hoffman as to the flood pre- 
vention law: 


Some inquiry 
has 
been 
made by 
property owners 
residing 
within the 
proposed flood prevention district rela- 
tive to the kind and class of work that 
it is proposed the commission in chargc 
of the flood district 
will 
construct. 
There seems to be a desire on the part" 
of some favoring the creation of a dis- 
trict and the construction of flood prt- 
vention works, but an inclination not to 
sign any petition until they first find 
out what works it is proposed to be 
constructed. 
We do not know whfpu 
work will be constructed. 
This nmsb 
necessarily be left to the commission in 
charge of the flood prevention district, 
who in turn will he guided and con- 
trolled by the engineers employed to 
investigate and report the best methods 
for 
accomplishing 
flood 
prevention. 
There seems to be a misunderstanding 
as to the nature and character of the 
petition which is being circulated. 
This 
petition is not one for the construction 
of any definite or particular work, biit 
is one solely for the establishment of • 
a district, the officers of which will have 
power to 
construct 
flood 
prevention 
work. 


We can, however, give an outline of 
the methods that must be puraued in 
the construction by these drainage com- 
missioners of all the work to be con- 
structed by them. 


The signing of this petition does not 
entail upon anyone any cost or expense 
or place upon any propertj- any assesi- 
nient of any kind or character what- 
ever. 
The signing of the petition by 
the majority of the freeholders merely 
creates 
another 
raimicipal 
organiza- 
tion, practically tho same as would be 
the vote of a citizen for the creation of 
a town. 
In the event that a majority 
of the free holders sign the petition 
and the district 
is 
created, then the 
commissioners of the district will have 
power to take steps for the construc- 
tion of works in the same manner that 
the present board of public works does« 
with regard to the constniction of a 
sewer. 
The law is so drawn that no 
assessment of any kind or character 
can be placed against any property or 
assessed against any person until each 
individual to be so assessed has had the 
right to remonstrate against the per- 
formance of the work and a right of ap- 
peal to determine the amoimt of his as- 
sessment. 
Every person living within 
the district, who is to subsequently to 
assessed will receive, first a notice that 
the drainage commissioners 
hava de- 
cided to constnict a certain or specitic 
piece of work. Upon receipt of this no- 
tice the persons receiving the same will 
have the rigl^ to remonstrate against 
the doing of the work, but if the per- 
formance" of the work is not stopped b\' 
remonstrance and the same is construct- 
ed, then each propert}' owner M-ho 'is" 
assessed for that particular wor« is 
notified as to the amount of his assess- 
ment by a notice served personally up- 
on hi^m. He is given twenty da\-8 there- 
after to take an appeal to either'the 
circuit or superior court to detevmina 
whether or not he Has been assesscl 
more than the amount of his benefits., 


The signing of the present petition 
is merely 
a 
preliminary step which - 
docs not bring to anyone any cost or. 
assessment. After this preliminary step 
is accomplished and the district created, ' 
each property owner is then guaranteed 
a right of hearing upon the kind and 
character of work, the right of remoa- 
\ 
strating, and in the event of no rcmoQr 
/ 
strance, a hearing as to his assesiimeni v 
and if dissatisfied with the action of ' 
the' drainage comraisaioners, a righs ol^ 
appeal to a court.

Fabriken (arms and ammunition trust), 
which is in close business relations with 
the Loewe concern, is distributing 
$1,- 
430,000 in dividends, as compared Avith 
$1,200,000 for the previous year. 
But 
this does not tell the whole story of 
its business success, for it increased its 
bank balances and outstanding claims by 
$8,000,000.' 


The Daimler Motor Company, which 
has a much 
smaller capital than 
the 
company just 
mentioned, 
doubled 
its 
bank balances and other reserves, rais- 
ing them 
to $3,570,000 and made a 
verv large increase in its dividend. This 
concern subscribed 
$1,200,000 
to

new War Loan.

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Vagrants in the Courts 


The arrest of a motley assortment of hangers-on about the Chi- 
cago morals court on charges of vagrancj^ may have been a rather 
uniqTie proceeding, but it will strike the average person as a mighty 
wholesome and commendable action. Our courts, particularly those 
which have to deal with cases of moral delinquency, are steadily in- 
fested by gangs of human vultures who mass themselves in the spec- 
tators' section and feast their depraved mental appetites upon the 
nauseating details of the cases in hearing- 


These vultures are as regular in attendance as the court of- 
ficials themselves. 
They do not know the accused and the flotsam 
and jetsam of unfortunates that flows through the court channels 
has no attraction save as disgusting detail 'of their delinquency 
feeds an appetite abnormally depraved. 
When, occasionally, the 
court elects to hear in chambers the evidence in a particularly 
nauseating mess, these perverts show plainly that they consider they 
have been ceated out of a feast to which they had rightful entree 
and in pleasurable anticipation of which they had been gleefully 
smacking their lips- 


A glance at the municipal court in Fort Wayne at almost any 
session will reveal a somewhat imposing array of these hangers-on. 
Some of them have been coming for years, but each year brin.<s new 
recruits to the crowd that never appears to have any sort Of busi 
ness that prevents their attendance, day in and day out. A full 
docket or a particular]}^ sensational case is a rare delight to them, 
and they fairly revel in the disgusting details that nauseate even 
police officials whose duties enforce upon them daily contact with 
cases of this character. It is difficult to account on any hypothesis 
short of sheer depravity for the taste that prefers above all else to 
»feed upon the details of degrcdation. The Chicago judge in order- 
ing the arrest of the throng as vagrants announced that the morals 
courts would cease to be a theater to provide entertainment for those 
whose purpose is to satiate morbid curiosity. If conviction can be 
secured under the vagrancy charge, it will do much to correct a 
practice for which no other efficacious remedy has ever been found.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 25.—Postoffice 
inspectors today began investigation of 
the mj'sterious attempts to poison Owen 
county people by sending them "free 
samples" of "quinine" through the mails. 
It was learned that at least six persons 
have received the "quinine," which con- 
tained quantities of strychnine, .und 
that one man who took a small doa« oi 
the drug became critically ill. 


The first package of the poison^so far 
as is known, was sent to Charles P. 
Surber. 
The last person to report re- 
ceipt of the poison, said it was deliv- 
ered May 19. 


H. E. Barnard, state food and drug 
commissioner, called 
the attention of 
the federal authorities to the matter. 
At a conference of 
Frank C. Dailey, 
United States district attorney; 
Post- 
master Springsteen and Mr. Barnard, it 
was decided to call postofiice inspectors 
from Cincinnati, as the inspectors con- 
nected with tho Indianapolis office, will 
be absent for a few days. 


George Martin, a farmer at Jordan 
station, Owen county; Dr. G. E. Wil- 
loughby, of Gosport; Webster Worle}-, a 
farmer of Morgan township, Owen Qoun- 
ty, and Frank Cogle, of 
Poland, nre 
among those added to the list of nel- 
sons to whom the packages hare he-^n 
delivered. Dr. Willoughby is the third 
physician known to have received the 
poison. It was reported last night th.nt 
several residents of Jackson and Mor- 
gan townships, Owen county, had re- 
ceived the suspicious packages. 


Joseph Wisely, an elderly man. ^ho 
lives at the home of George Martin, at 


Jordan Station, is the first poison vie« 
tim as far as reported. • Mr. Wisely wa< 
poisoned May 17, but it did not becoma 
knoAra that he had been a strichnina 
victim until after the newspapers told 
of the general distribution of "free sam- 
ple" poison packages in O w ^ coimty. 
Mr. Wisely, though he took only a small 
dose, became very ill and for a time ib 
was believed that he would not sur-^ 
vive. 


The poison package was received at 
the Martin 
home about three 
weeka 
ago, but it was set aside until a week 
ago, when Mr. Wisely complained of 
illness. 
The "free sample" of quinine 
happened to be the only medicine in th« 
house so Wisely was given a dose of it 
until a physician could be called. 


The only theory advanced as a s o l u r 
tion of the mystery is that the poison 
is being sent out by an insane person.

SAYS IHEY MOI 


Rev. Phillip Vollmer Grives 


Impressions of War 


Situation. 


In his address on the subject, "Gcr- 
taiany in War Time," delivered Monday 
evening at the St. John Reformed school 
h.ail to a large 
audience, Rev. Phillip 
Vollmer, jr., made the statement that 
it is his impression that it is an ab- 
solute 
impossibility for the allies to 
conquer Germany. 
He said that the re- 
sources of Germany are unlimited and at 
the present time millions of men are 
being drilled to take the place of those 
"tt'ho fall on the field. 


Rev. Vollmer. who was formerly pas- 
tor of the Salem Reformed church of 
this city, spent one year in Gennany in 
the universities of Halle and Berlin and

he spoke from personal observation. 


He began his address by saying tliat 
the immediate cause of the war was 
known to evervone but that the remove 
causes which were by far more import- 
ant had never been disclosed. 
He said, 
"the past twenty years have shown to 
the world the slow decay of English 
manufacturing and commerce Mhich wa? 
also noticd by the intellectual class oi 
people of England. 
They began to imi- 
tate Germany which had been ])rosper- 
ing along both lines in their municipal 
government, scientific manufacturing and 
social and general legislation. 


"England began to get on friendly 
terms with Germany but when 
they 
realized that 
they could not compete 
with the German success, the friendli- 
ness turned into envy and the cry was 
for the annihilation of Germany. 
The 
work of isolating Germany was begun 
by--Edward VII by winning the friend- 
ship of Russia and after reducing France 
to practically nothing they made an ally 
of her." 


He went on to say that the food sup- 
ply in Germany is by no means ex- 
hausted for he was able to get just as 
good a meal for the same price there as 
he could in an American 
restaurant. 
He said it was true that they were run- 
ning short on wheat flour and that in 
order to economize they mixed it with 
rye, potato 
and rice flour and made 
what is known to Germans as 'kriegs- 
brot." 


In speaking of the exporting of muni- 
tions of war from this country Rev. 
Vollmer said: 
"Legally we all know it 
is right but morally it is not right. The 
words of Judge Bareis in speaking of 
the eight hour working law for women 
and children, 'What we known as jaen 
we cannot ignore as judges' can well be 
applied to this case. 
By sending am- 
munition to the countries engaged 
in the 
conflict we are only prolonging the war."' 


He 
spoke 
briefly on the atrocities 
waged by the other countries agajnst 
German prisoners and injured. 


Dr. Phillip Vollmer, of Dayton, gave 
a brief German address in which he gave 
three underlying causes of the war as 
follows: 
First, the imperialism of Rus- 
sia; second, the jealousy of England to- 
ward Germany, and third, the desire of 
France to get revenge for the defeat 
they suffered at the hands of the Ger- 
mans forty 
y e a r a g o .

There Is in the course of organization 
an association that either will be the 
greatest factor in promoting and develop- 
ing boxing in the United States or the 
worst thing that ever happened. 


This is the National Boxing association 
T-hich is being promoted" by Tom An- 
drews in connection with several of the 
leading boxing promoters in New York. 


The national association is to be mod- 
eled something after the style of the 
Amateur Athletic association, and to rule 
and control ail clubs, all boxers and to 
govern all championships. 


A'.i depends upon whose hands the con- 
trol comes into. If in the hands of com- 
petent, 
courageous, 
"straight" 
men It 
will be the very thing to save boxing 
from an even lower estate than it holds 
now. If it fails into the hands of crooked 
prumoters who want to use it to their 
own ends, it probably means the death of 
boxing just as the game has an oppor- 
tunity to be resuscitated and placed upon 
a clean, high plane.

The bathing train to w-hich they then 
repair is made up of a string of nine 
baggage cars along the railroad line loin-

The cars 


are 
provided 
with 
steam 
pipes 
after 
the manner of a Turkish bath, and the 
floors are grooved to let the water run 
off freely. 
Although 
each car 
easily 
accomodates thirty soldiers at a time, 
all nine cars are occupied day and night 
as one lot of 
men after another 
ar- 
rives for the weekly bath, which is com- 
pulsory. 


Tlie first stage of the bath is a dis- 
infecting car where the soldiers leave 
their clothes and rid themselves of the 
vermin. 


After an hour in the Turkish bath, 
the bathers proceed into a car at the 
other end of the train, where clean lin- 
en is supplied and where their disinfect- 
ed uniforms have been brought, to be 
claimed by checks. 
The soldiers 
finally 
emerge from the last car, shaved, sleek 
and smiling. 


The village of B 
is also inter- 
esting as a Red Cross center.

London, May 
2 5.—Active military 


and naval operations are now under 
way 
between 
Austria-Hungary 
and 


Italy, but land forces of any great 
strength have not as yet come into con- 
tact. 
Air and naval raids of a minor 


character form the sum total of tho 
first 2-1 hours of warfare between these 
former allies in the triple alliance.

Vagrants in the Courts 


The arrest of a motley assortment of hangers-on about the Chi- 


cago morals court on charges of vagrancy may have been a rather 
unique proceeding, but it will strike the average person as a mighty 
wholesome and commendable action. Our courts, particularly those 
which have to deal with cases of moral delinquency, are steadily in- 
fested by gangs of human vultures who'mass themselves in the spec- 
tators' section and feast their depraved mental appetites upon the 
nauseating details of the cases in hearing. 


These vultures are as regular in attendance as the court of- 


ficials themselves. They do not know the accused and the flotsam 
and jetsam of. unfortunates that flows through the court channels 
has no attraction save as disgusting detail of their delinquency 
feeds an appetite abnormally depraved. 
When, occasionally, the 


court elects to hear in chambers the evidence .in a particularly 
nauseating mess, these perverts show plainly -that they consider they 
have been ceatcd out of a feast to which they had rightful entre* 
and in pleasurable anticipation of which they had been gleefullj 
smacking their lips- 


. A.glance at the municipal court in Fort Wayne at almost any 


session will reveal a somewhat imposing array of these hangers-on. 
Some: of*them have been coming for years, but each year brings new 
recruits to the crowd that never appears to have any sort or busi- 
ness that prevents their attendance, day in and day out. A full 
docket or a particularly sensational case is a rave delight to them, 
and they fairly revel in the disgusting details that nauseate even 
police official's whose duties enforce upon them daily contact with 
cases of this character. It is difficult to account on any hypothesis 
short of sheer depravity for the taste that prefers above all else to 
feed upon the details of degradation. The Chicago judge in order- 
ing the arrest of the throng as vagrants announced that the morals 
courts would cease to be a theater to provide entertainment for those 
whose purpose is to satiate morbid curiosity. If conviction can be 
secured under the'vagrancy charge, it will do much to. correct a 
practice for which no other efficacious remedy has ever been found.

he spoke 'from .personal observation. 


He began Ms address by saying that 


the immediate cause of the war was 
known to everyone but that the remove 
causes which were, by far more import- 
ant had never been disclosed. He said, 
"the past twenty years have shown to 
the world-the slow decay of English 
manufacturing and commerce which was 
also noticd by the intellectual class ot 
people of England. 
They began to imi- 


tate Germany which had been prosper- 
ing along both, lines, in their municipal 
government, scientific manufacturing and 
social and general legislation. 


"England began to get on friendly! 


terms with Germany. but when 
they 


realized that they could not compete 
with the German success, .the friendli- 
ness turned into-- envy and. the cry was 
for the annihilation of Germany. 
The 


work of -isolating Germany • was begun 
by Edward VII by winning the friend- 
ship of Russia and after reducing France 
to practically nothing they made an ally, 
of her." 


He went on to say that the food sup- 


ply in Germany is by no means ex- 
hausted for he was able to get just as 
good a meal for the same price there as 
he could in an1 American restaurant. 
He said it was true that they were run- 
ning short on wheat flour and that in 
order to economize they mixed it with 
rye. potato and rice flour and iqgde 
what is known to Germans as 'kriegs- 
brot." 


In speaking of the exporting of muni- 


tions of. war from this country Rev. 
Vollmer said: "Legally'we all know it 
is right but morally it is not right. The 
words of Judge Barcis in speaking of 
the eight hour working law for women 
and children, 'What we known as men 
we cannot ignore as judges'- can well be 
applied to this cose. 
By sending am- 


munition to the countries engaged in the 
conflict we are only prolonging the war." 


He spoke briefly on the atrocities 


waged by the, other countries against 
German prisoners and injured. 


Dr. Phillip Vollmer, of Dayton, gave 


a brief German address in which he gave 
three underlying causes of the war as 
follows: First, the imperialism of Rus- 
sia; second, the 'jealousy of England to- 
ward Germany, and third, the desire, of 
France to get revenge for the defeat 
they suffered at the hands of the Ger- 
mans forty Tears ago.
